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REMARKS 

Specific support for the newly submitted claims may be found in the detailed 
description of the invention, particularly the discussion at pages 61-76, the 
examples and the original claims specifically claims 44-94, 116-160, 168-193 et. seq. 

As noted above, all of the newly submitted claims are directed to functional 
assays for identifying compounds that activate or modulate the activation of the 
T1R1/T1R3 umami taste receptor. These compounds potentially can be used to 
enhance or inhibit umami-associated taste modalities in humans and animals.
